YOUR NAME, POST OFFICE AND STATE, should be distinctly written, and 


be sure that neither is omitted. It sometimes occurs that letters are received that contain 
money, that it is impossible to tell from whom or whence they came. 

TERMS—CASH WITH THE ORDER.—This is the only true way of doing busi- 
ness, but we will not decline to send goods C. O. D. if the order is accompanied with cash to 
tbe amout of one-fourth of the bill. Cost of making the collection will be charged in 
the bill. 

PACKING, for which no charge is made, will be done by ourselves in as good a 
manner as can possibly be done by any one. We have an abundance of the best quality 
of moss, and by using boxes and packing as light as is consistant with safety and good 
condition of the plants, the charges for transportation are reduced to the lowest figure. — 

ERRORS.—The utmost care is taken to fill all orders to the letter, butif any mistakes 
occur in count or omission, please notify us at once and they will be cheerfully corrected. 

ORDER EARLY, do not wait till you are ready to plant. Parties who do not have 
the money to spare for their whole bill at the time of making their order,.can remit one- 
fourth of the amount and remit balance a few days before they wish their goods, or they 
can be sent C. O. D. by express, not by freight. Our prices are too low to incur any risk of 
loss by giving credit. 

Orders are filled in rotation as received, as near as the nature of the stock will permit. 
Some seasons are so short for digging and shipping plants that we are obliged to work 
almost night and day to fill orders promptly. By having orders early so they can be booked 
and tags readv before the hurrying season begins, it will greatly facilitate our work, and 
lessen the chances for errors. ro , 

SUBSTITUTING is never done without permission, but sometimes, late in the 
season. the stock of some varieties get exhausted and then it:-would be of mutual benefit 
to substitute some variety of equal value and of the same season of ripening; please bear 
this in mind in making the order and give permission to substitute if so desired.

The Disseminator says: ‘The plant is vigorous and 
healthy with large foliage and very productive, blossoms perfect, the berries large exception- 
ally firm, deep crimson color, with a bright glossy surface; ripens late aud all over at once 
and retain their brilliancy and freshness after shipping; fruit of best quality, and is confident 
that a will be the best market berry ever offered.” Our stock will come direct from head- 
quarters. ; 

PRINCE OF BERRIES.—Now first offered. ‘Superior to any berry known in flavor and 
quality; brilliant and beautiful in color, productive, ripens late; firm, a good shipper, large 
size perfect in blossom.”

This fruit is growingin favor. The introduction of hardy varieties of good quality has 
had much to do with the increased interest. The early varieties begin to ripen as the Straw- 
berry is just going out, and the later varieties carry the time up to the ripening of the Black- 
berry. By planting several varieties there need be no day that the table cannot be supplied 
with delicious fruit. There is no other fruit so desirable for canning as the Raspberry, as lt 
retains its flavor to a greater degree than any other.

is perfectly hardy, having stood the coldest winters in New Hampshire without protec- 
tion; growth vigorous, canes branching freely, and very productive. Color jet black 
without bloom; very best in quality. The berries remain a long time after ripening 
without dropping or becoming soft. oF: 

CENTENNIAL,—This we have not fruited. Our plants set last spring have made 
a strong growth and look promising. E. P. Roesays: ‘It ripens with the Souhegan and is 
equally productive with that variety and the Tyler; the fruit averages larger than either 
and approaches Gregg very closely in size; the berries are of a Shining, jet black without 
any bloom, and of a delicious sweet flavor. It has fruited with me four seasons and I 
regard it as the most promising and largest early Blackcap yet introduced.” 

TYLER.—A very Early Blackcap from Western N.Y. ‘Surpassed by none in all that 
pertains to a valuable market berry. I have never seen arusty plant, never saw one with 
the tips winter killed ; never saw a plant fail to be loaded down with such a show of fruit 
as would enthuse the laziest boy alive to pitch in and fill his basket. The bushes thus 
laden are a beautiful sight,”—Chas. A.Green. ‘‘I regard this as the earliest of all Blackcaps ; 
it ripened the past summer ahead of even Centennial and Souhegan; the fruit is very 
abundant, sweet and juicy, but not so large as Centennial.’’—E. P. Roe.

We have had it bear- 
ing here 12 years. and it has never failed of a crop.- When this was first offered to the pub- 
lic, we said, ‘‘We have reason to believe that it is as hardy as any variety we have, and that 
it will stand the winters of the Northwest.” Thatit has proved hardy the following state- 
ments willshow. It isremarkable that such an excessive growth as four or five feet should 
get through a Wisconsin winter uninjured. 


C. C. BATLEY, Waupun, Wis., writes Feb. 15, 1882—‘*The scions of the Harly Colton, grafted 
last Spring, made a growth of four to five feet, and have come through the winter so far in 
good condition.” 


Mr. Bailey writes again. Nov. 8, l8&83—‘‘The extreme cold of last winter was SO severe as 
to kill Ben Davis, Pewaukee, and many other kinds which had been considered hardy, and 
which were grafted, like the Early Colton, into Transcendent Crab stocks, while the Colton 
came through all right.
